In the background is the hiss of water rushing by 
At 20 knots, the rudder whine cuts out altogether and th 
hiss of water becomes a roar A big sea slapping against 
hull or wing bridge seems to be a violent blow It is like 
trving to slee p under a waterfall! 

At davbreak, we called Rich and Wally on deck and fell 
asleep for two hours Whooping above the sounds of wate: 
awoke us for coffee and a cold breakfast. Wally was at the 
tiller, velling like a Hollywood Indian. He was catching 
waves and surfing for long distances, indicating speeds up 
to 24 knots. It was possible to stav on a wave, angling to 
left or right, wherever steep pockets formed, for almost a 
quarter mile at times. We felt airborne, free and exhilarated 
bevond des ription Since the barometer was falling Wood 
suggested that we keep her moving at maximum speed to 
evade getting caught in a wind generating low pressure 
area rhis was a kind of sailing none of us had ever ex 
perienced before—a sustained, violent speed with bursts of 
unbelievable acceleration 

The Surf reacted beautifully No SIGHS of stress showed 
anvwhere. Her sharp bows sliced through the water with 
little fuss. She did not pound or build up large speed 
killing bow waves as her entrv is too fine Only slight 
turbulence developed between her twin hulls where the 
small bow wives collided and streamed back to yom the 
stern wakes in a rooster-tail. The sails arched softly as she 
ipproached wind speed and there was little tension on he: 
standing or running rigging. Except for freak seas which 
sometimes threw spray aft, it was still drv and comfortabl 
on dleck She Wills sailing “as we had dreamed catamaran 
should sail! But several hours later, the wind dropped 
abruptly and we moved peacefully again under clearing 
skies 

During the 24 hours ending at noon, June 20, we covered 
238 miles. Rich found navigation a problem at times, since 
we had no taffrail log, but he did a superb job, using onl 
compass, sextant, air almanac, time ticks and Navigation 
Fables HO 214 

By early afternoon on the 21st, the seas as well as wind 
had moderated amazingh We were moving at an easy 6 
m.p.h. over a calm ocean under sunny skies. The air wa 
much cooler but not uncomfortable 

We were amazed over the changes in weather and ocean 
behavior from day to day, even from hour to hour. At sea 
every day is an infinitely varied and arresting composition 
of sea, skv and clouds in subtle and constant movement. No 
wonder observing and awestruck primitives endowed th: 
elements with personalities and powers Isolated com 
pletely from the sophistications of civilization and reduced 
to the simple st needs aboard a thin-skinned, wind-driven 
shell, we too felt ove rpowered at times by the realization oi 
complete dep nce nee upon nature s caprice

During 
the dogwat« h last night, we passed a power boat probabl 
1 tuna clipper. Blinked in Morse code “Who’. I answered 
Sailboat-Honolulu’ and flashed light on our sails. At the 
time, the Surf was moving very fast, catching waves unde 
full sail. Our closing speed must have seemed alarming to 
them. They flashed a series of dots as we passed 150 
wds apart. Water is very cold and night watches require 
warm clothing 

“June 23—1400—Course 085—Wind NW—Bar. 30.5—Sea 
choppy—Sky overcast—Position 36° 21’ N 127° 11’ W at 
noon, Only 150 nautical miles during the past 24 hours. The 
wind never blows consistently for more than a few how 
at a time. If it would settle down to 15-20 knots for 24 
hours, we could make over 300 miles a day. Water is dirt 
grey, weather very cold. We are all land hungry. The wind 
is fresh and the seas are « hoppy and rolling. Three sails ar 
fiving us along on port tack broad reach east to San 
Pedro!” 

That evening we changed mainsails once more as the 
wind freshened ind the Surf took off again Early int the 
morning, we were moving dangerously fast. The speed 
indicator was on the blink and there was no telling how fast 
the Surf was going at peak speed but we were convinced 
she was hitting over 25 knots. Woody suggested we drop 
the fiving jib 

Wally and | dropped the sail into the bow safety net 
stretched between her twin hulls and secured it. Her speed 
didn't slacken much, however, and soon we doused the 
larger staysail, rehoisted the flying jib, and took in a reef 
in the main. Shortly before midnight, we tied in the second 
reef in the main dropped the flying jib and broke out the 
small “spitfire” jib. Finally, in the early morning, we 
stopped trving to head east as the wind and mounting 
seas swung abeam, and ran due south Aunning dead down

norther.” They kick up quite frequently off the coasts of 
Oregon and California 

Call it “blue norther” or any other name, we didn't want 
to catch those waves. Thev were 30 feet high steep and 
often breaking onto white water boiling six feet high. Wall 
Woody and | have surfed big breakers at Waikiki and at 
Makaha back home so the sight ot big waves was not a 
novelty. But out on the ocean it was an impressive sight 

The “spitfire” was just right. It kept the Surf moving at 
5 to S$ m p-h not quite fast enough to latch onto one of 
those monsters. It was late afternoon before the wind and 
seas moderated enough to allow us to hoist the reefed main 
sail and change course from south to southeast angling 
across the seas. By midnight the sea and wind moderated 
and we turned east again 

Late on the morning of June 25th, we had a good hot 
meal but our concern Was for something even more IHMpor 
tant. We were approaching land. Pelicans flapped b 
and seagulls were all around, flying or resting on the water 
shore birds. ( lumps of kelp floated on the surface and the 
sea was full of fish. Other positive signs were the unruffled 
water and haze characteristic of the California coastline 
Our spirits soared once more. We could almost smell land! 

Ernie tuned the Zenith portable and we took aural-null 
radio bearings on the coast stations. We could hear fishing 
boats complaining about poor fishing down south thev should 
have been where we were! A large passenger freighter and 
an oil tanker came out of the haze, going northwest. We 
tried to spot ¢ atalina, San Clemente or Santa Cruz Islands
